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[57] ABSTRACT 

A multiple stocked die device is disclosed that contains 

up to four dies and docs not exceed the height of current 

single die packages. Close-tolerance sucking is made 

possible by a low-loop-profilc wire-bonding operation 

and ihin-adhcsivc layer between the slacked dies. 
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
